Welcome to Heritage's Official Auction of the June, 2016 Long Beach Expo! While we always look forward to the June Long Beach 
event, we anticipate a truly exceptional event this year with a full bourse floor and exciting Floor Sessions starting on Wednesday 
evening (June 8) and continuing through Friday evening. 

The Premier Session is scheduled for Thursday evening, with 672 high-value lots including an important 1852 proof dollar deemed an 
Original proof by recent research. It is the finest-known proof 1852 Seated dollar known certified as PR66 NGC (original or restrike), 
and it is one of only two such Original pieces identified to date. Other notable lots include an 1804 13 Stars Reverse quarter eagle in 
AU50 PCGS; a high-grade 1856-0 double eagle in AU55 PCGS Secure (one of just 23 examples traced); and an 1820 proof quarter 
- unique as a proof - graded PR64 PCGS Secure CAC, Ex: Earle/Norweb. 

Please take a few minutes to read these short descriptions of the Featured Collections and other highlights of our Long Beach offerings: 

The Rev. Dr. James G. K. McClure Collection 

More than 3,000 U.S. and world coins, medals, and tokens were collected by Reverend Dr. James 
Gore King McClure between the 1860s and 1930s. It is a remarkable collection in size and scope. 

Held by the McClure family in its entirety until now, the coins sat virtually undisturbed in a safe deposit 
box in Illinois (in the original coin cabinet trays) for decades after the death of Dr. McClure in January, 

1932. The collection was certified by NGC, about which Scott Schechter, Vice President of NGC, said, 

“Certainly Rev. Dr. McClure's collection ranks among the most important time-capsules of U.S. coins 
ever offered. We savored this opportunity to learn so much about numismatics in the late 19th and 
early 20th centuries. Collectors of all types and levels will experience similar delight exploring the coins 
and in finding pedigreed pieces to add to their own holdings.” A few highlights include:

THE REV. DR. JAMES GORE KING McCLURE COLLECTION 


Many names come to mind when current-day numismatists think of 19th and early 20th century collectors. Names like 
Garrett, Brand, Green, Newcomer, Stickney, Appleton, and Mitchelson are just a few. Those collectors avidly pursued 
their numismatic interests from the 1840s through the 1930s. There were many others, such as the Rev. Dr. James 
Gore King McClure. He was born on November 24, 1848, and apparently began collecting coins about the year 1860. 
Until now, his collection of over 3,000 pieces had resided for decades in a bank vault. 


A sentence that McClure wrote in an 1896 article about silver dollars suggests that he developed an early numismatic 
interest: “Interest in coins was a large feature of my boyhood days, and that interest, though a very minor part of life 
now, still exerts its influence, much as the perfume lingers about the vase that once held the flower.” 



McClure was the son of an influential Albany, New York businessman, Archibald 
McClure. Educated at Phillips Andover Academy, he continued his studies at Yale 
University, where he graduated in 1870, and at Princeton Theological Seminary, 
earning his theological degree in 1873. He was ordained in the Presbyterian Ministry 

in 1874. 

After holding church positions in the Albany area for several years, and following his 
1879 marriage to Miss Annie Dixon, Rev. McClure answered a call to the pastorate at 
the First Presbyterian Church of Lake Forest, Illinois in 1881. He received his Doctor 
of Divinity degree from Lake Forest College in 1888. McClure resided in the Chicago 
area the rest of his life. 

In addition to service at the First Presbyterian Church, Rev. Dr. McClure was 
president of Lake Forest College for several years at the end of the 19th century, 
and he was president of Chicago’s McCormick Theological Seminary from 1905 to 
1928. As a Mayflower descendant, he was a governor of the Society of Mayflower 
Descendants in the State of Illinois from 1919 to 1930, and a deputy governor of the 
General Society of Mayflower Descendants in the United States from 1922 to 1930. 
He died on January 18, 1932. 



The Rev. Dr. and Mrs. McClure were the parents of five children, including Harriet, who married R. Douglas Stuart 
(1886-1975). Stuart’s father, Robert Stuart, was a founder of the Quaker Oats Company. His son later served as U.S. 
Ambassador to Canada. The McClure and Stuart families were acquainted through 
the First Presbyterian Church in Lake Forest. Harriet and Douglas’ son, Robert D. 

Stuart, Jr. (1916-2014), served as CEO of Quaker Oats from 1966 to 1981, and sat on 
the board of directors of the First National Bank of Chicago, United Airlines, Deere 
and Company, and other companies. He was also a trustee of Princeton University, 
and served for several years as the U.S. ambassador to Norway. 


The McClure collection of approximately 3,000 items was varied, showing his 
diverse interest in all things numismatic. In addition to impressive mainstream U.S. 
coinage, he included world and ancient coins in his cabinet, as well as exceptional 
tokens and medals. His U.S. coinage is offered in the main catalog for the June 
Long Beach sale, and his tokens and medals are offered in a special catalog bringing 
together spectacular pieces from several consignors. 


His collection was housed in a cabinet with several individual trays. Following his 
death, those trays were tucked away in a bank vault, and remained there for more 
than 50 years before they were consigned to Heritage Auctions. We are pleased to 
offer these coins to the present generation of collectors who will cherish each for its 
numismatic importance and provenance.

Genuine. VG Details. The Mint Act of 1792 authorized the first 
Federal issue of the United States, and approximately 1,500 half 
dismes were struck even though the first Mint building was yet 
to be built. The coins were struck in the cellar of Philadelphia 
sawmaker John Harper. The importance of the event transcended 
the need for circulating coinage in the new nation — the mintage 
was insignificant in terms of satisfying the need for “hard money,” 
but it was of great importance as the first step in that direction. The 
fact that George Washington himself supplied the coin and bullion 
for the mintage and Thomas Jefferson took delivery of the half 
dismes when struck confirms the groundbreaking significance of 
the moment. 

Among the 200 to 300 pieces that remain of the mintage, a few 
are pristine and Uncirculated — undoubtedly saved as souvenirs 
of the moment, or handed off to dignitaries both in the United 
States and abroad as a political gesture. Others actually circulated, 
and many of those are compromised by damage or excessive wear. 
A good many were holed for suspension, then later plugged. The 
present coin displays many abrasions and scratches, some of which 
were smoothed and removed to account for the net PCGS grade. 
The area by the eagle’s right (facing) wing shows the most overt 
smoothing. Pleasing old-silver color remains, and the remaining 
devices are relatively well-defined for the net VG level. Regardless 
of condition, a 1792 half disme is one of the most important 
keepsakes of the earliest days of the country and rightfully the 
subject of intense collector interest in any state of preservation.

A small mintage 
of 64,080 Capped Bust quarters was struck in 1822, with two die 
varieties known for the date. This coin represents the scarcer B-2 
variety, easily recognized by the blundered 25/5/50 denomination 
on the reverse. This blundered reverse, attributed to Chief 
Engraver Robert Scot by Walter Breen, is one of the most famous 
die cutting errors in American numismatics. 

Research by Steve Tompkins indicates the reverse die was 
actually produced in early 1818, but never used until 1822. The 
number punches are from the same set as those used in 1818, and 
the size and number of dentils is consistent with coins from that 
period. The master die incurred some damage on the underside 
of the scroll in 1818, and the eagle’s claw broke off the master 
hub in 1919, features that show on all dies cut after those dates, 
but do not appear on this coin. It seems safe to assume that the 
elderly Scot, who would pass away the following year and had 
notoriously weak eyesight, produced this die in 1818, along with 
the seven reverse dies that were actually used that year, and set 
it aside because of the defect. The die was used to strike a small 
number of coins in 1822, possibly the 8,572 pieces in Warrant 
number 905, delivered on 12/20/1822. It was resurrected in 1828 
to strike the B-3 die marriage of that year. The obverse die was 
previously used to strike the B-l variety of 1822. Curiously, both 
proof and business-strike examples of the B-2 variety are known. 

Perhaps because the B-2 is so scarce, early catalogers seem 
to have overlooked the blundered reverse. It is not mentioned 
in Haseltine’s Type Table in 1881, the first serious attempt to 
classify the series by die variety. Philadelphia numismatist John 
Colvin Randall, who may have done much of the research for 
the Type Table, had identified two varieties of the 1822 quarter 
by the time he sold his collection through W. Elliot Woodward 
in 1885, though he did not specifically mention the blundered 
reverse. One of his coins was purchased by T. Harrison Garrett 
and later identified as the B-2 variety, when it was sold in 1980. 
Present-day collectors prize examples of the distinctive blundered 
reverse, with recent sales including the MS66 NGC specimen 
that realized $195,500 in lot 564 of the Palm Beach Signature 
(Heritage, 3/2006). PCGS has graded five examples of the B-2 
in Mint State grades, with this coin tied with the Gene Gardner 
MS65 specimen as the finest seen at that service. NGC has graded 
only three examples of the B-2 in Mint State grades, through 
their Variety Plus program, one in MS63, one in MS65, and the 
Eliasberg/Palm Beach Signature coin in MS66 (4/16). 

The present coin is a delightful Gem, with well-detailed design 
elements that show just a touch of the usual softness on the stars 
and eagle’s talons. Attractive shades of lavender-gray, powder-blue, 
and golden-brown toning enhance the terrific eye appeal, with 
vibrant mint luster underneath. The surfaces are immaculately 
preserved.

Before the Mint began their program of commercial proof 
offerings in 1858, no records were kept of how many proof coins were made during any particular year. In the early days, before about 1840, proofs 
were struck whenever some government official, such as the Secretary of State, requested specimen coins for diplomatic presentations, or when 
well-connected collectors, like Robert Gilmore, Jr., made special arrangements to procure the coins for their collections. As we understand the 
process today, when the Mint received these orders, the workmen polished a business-strike die, perhaps polished specially selected planchets, and 
struck the desired coins on the screw press normally used to produce medals. Thus, if the Mint received requests for proofs at different times during 
the year, they were struck from whatever dies were on hand at the time, resulting in several different die varieties of proof coins of the same date and 
denomination. This is the case for the extremely rare proof quarters of 1820. 

Only four examples of the 1820 Capped Bust proof quarter are known today, representing three different die varieties. The coin offered here is an 
example of the B-4 variety, with a small 0 in the date and small obverse stars. The same reverse die was used on the 1821 B-l and B-3 varieties, and 
die state evidence suggests the B-4 business-strike coins were actually struck in 1821, after these other two emissions. This single proof example may 
have been struck in 1821 as well, if no suitable 1821-dated dies were available. 

The present coin possesses an unbroken pedigree over the last century, at one time being a highlight of such celebrated gatherings known 
as the George Earle Collection and the famous collection of Ambassador and Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. In the Norweb Collection, this coin was 
accompanied by a remarkable specimen of the 1820 B-2 variety that Walter Breen believed was a one-sided proof, but that coin has now been 
certified as an MS64 business-strike by NGC. Breen also thought the present coin might be a one-sided proof because of some frosty luster on the 
reverse, but PCGS has determined this coin is definitely a proof striking. 

This coin exhibits a stunning play of colors, with vivid shades of iridescent champagne-gold, cerulean-blue, and lavender patina blanketing the 
pleasing surfaces of both sides. The fields display areas of bright reflectivity under the toning. Some evidence of die rust can be seen in the obverse 
field near star 3, and on the reverse near the lowest leaves, adding credence to the idea that the coin was struck in 1821. The devices are sharply 
detailed throughout, adding to the incredible visual appeal. This combination of extreme rarity, high technical grade, and spectacular aesthetic 
appeal, with great historic interest and an extensive pedigree, makes this coin one of the most impressive offerings of the current sale. Population: 1

‘21-S still boasts the lowest absolute population in Mint State. 
Taking into account a likely number of resubmissions, there are 
possibly fewer than 200 Uncirculated coins certified, with the 
bulk concentrated in MS63 and MS64- Finer examples are highly 
coveted but rarely acquired. 

The low mintage of the 1921-S (548,000 pieces) is still slightly 
more than the combined mintages of its Philadelphia and Denver 
counterparts. These paltry production figures have long been 
attributed in part to the economic downturn that culminated in 
the Great Depression, but the crumbling of the economy did not 
become a measurable factor in silver coinage until a few years 
later. Small denomination silver coinage in 1920 was massive. 
Postwar commercial demand put pressure on the Mint to operate 
on 24- and 16-hour schedules to meet coinage orders. The dramatic 
decline of production in 1921 was due to the Pittman Act of 
1918, which mandated the melting and recoinage of millions of 
silver dollars. These resource-consuming silver dollars went into 
production in February 1921. By the end of the calendar year, the 
three operating Mints combined had struck more than 86 million 
of them. Substantial dollar coinage continued well into the 1920s, 
while demand for small silver denominations was largely fulfilled by 
reserves that the Mint had stockpiled back in 1920. 

The main effect that the Great Depression had on the 1921-S 
Walker was in removing the ability of most would-be collectors 
from saving high-end examples of the half dollar denomination, 
which was more than an hour’s wage for many working class people 
during the 1930s. The 1921-S experienced extensive circulation 
that limited the Mint State survival rate to its paltry level today. 

Concerning the 1921-S in Collecting & Investing Strategies 
for Walking Liberty Half Dollars, Jeff Ambio writes: “Coins that 
grade MS-65 or finer are exceedingly rare, MS-66s are virtually 
unobtainable and Superb Gems are unknown.” These words ring 
true when one realizes that the last Premium Gem sold at auction 
was an NGC coin more than two decades ago, (Heritage, 11/2003), 
lot 6877, which realized some $87,400. The only other MS66 coin 
on record is a PCGS example that was first certified before the turn 
of the millennium and is now housed in the current highest-rated 
PCGS Registry Set. 

The present NGC coin is only the third Premium Gem 1921 - 
S half dollar known, and it is the first piece certified this fine 
in more than two decades. One glance at the luminous, frosty 
surfaces, and the immense visual appeal and surface quality 
are immediately apparent. The specialist will notice some 
characteristic weakness on Liberty’s head and branch hand, as 
well as on the eagle’s trailing leg, but the overall quality and eye 
appeal are enormous for the issue. With both of the others MS66 
coins long off the market, this is a remarkable opportunity for the 
collector to acquire this never-before-offered top-grade Registry 
coin.

Authorized by the Mint Act of 1792, the 1794 Flowing Hair 
dollars were the first regular-issue silver coins struck at the United 
States Mint (the famous 1792 half dismes were struck in John 
Harper’s cellar before the Mint building was ready for operations 
and the 1792 Dismes were patterns). The long delay in striking 
silver coins was due to many factors, including legal and financial 
problems with key personnel who could not provide the exorbitant 
bonds required by the Mint Act, lack of silver bullion deposits, 
and inadequate equipment. Most of these issues were resolved 
by 1794, when Congress reduced the sureties required for the 
chief coiner and assayer, and Mint Director David Rittenhouse 
personally supplied 1,734-50 troy ounces of refined silver ingots for 
the mintage of the inaugural silver dollars. 

Unfortunately, the Mint’s equipment remained inadequate to 
the task, as the largest available coin press was designed to strike 
coins of only half dollar diameter. Still, there was great pressure to 
produce silver dollars without delay, as much for national prestige 
as for economic necessity. It was decided to proceed with silver 
dollar coinage on the smaller coin press, despite the difficulties 
encountered. As a result, the dies were unevenly spaced in the 
press, and almost all 1794 dollars show dramatic weakness in the 
date and the stars on the left and the corresponding area on the 
reverse. About 2,000 silver dollars were struck in 1794, but several 
hundred examples were considered unfit for circulation and never 
issued. The remaining 1,758 coins were delivered on October 15, 
1794- Further coinage of silver dollars was not attempted until 
1795, when a larger, more powerful coin press was built. 

In The Flowing Hair Silver Dollars of 1794, Martin Logies 
provides an extensive census of the 1794 dollars known to present- 
day collectors, identifying 134 different specimens. As might be 
expected, this coin was not listed in Logies’ exceptional study. The 
Reverend Doctor James G.K. McClure began collecting coins in 
his childhood, perhaps as early as the late 1850s, and maintained 
his collection until his death in 1932. He acquired his coins in an 
era when even important issues like the 1794 dollar were often 
minimally described in auction catalogs and images of lots for sale 
were seldom provided. As a result, modern researchers, like Jack 
Collins and Martin Logies, have little to go on when trying to trace 
the coins in these early offerings. McClure’s collection was carefully 
stored, and never publicly offered after his death, so there are no 
later appearances to document the history of this piece. It’s early 
history remains an intriguing mystery. 

This pleasing American classic shows the characteristic 
weakness on the lower left stars, but the date is bolder than usually 
seen on 1794 dollars. The surfaces are well-worn, but the central 
devices retain significant interior detail in Liberty’s hair and the 
eagle’s wings. A number of planchet flaws are seen on, or near, the 
reverse rims, but no signs of planchet adjustment marks are evident. 
The dove-gray surfaces are highlighted by areas of darker slate 
patina and show no large or distracting abrasions.

The short Gobrecht dollar series is one of the most interesting and 
complex fields of study in American numismatics.

The coins were struck (and restruck) at different times, for 
different purposes, but they have always been among the most elusive and 
sought-after issues in the U.S. series. 

The present coin represents the Judd-85 variety of 1838 (see design 
specifications above). Original Gobrecht dollars of the Judd-84 variety (which 
use the same dies as this coin, but with a reeded edge) were struck as patterns 
in 1838, but the Judd-85 issue is a later restrike, produced for sale to collectors. 
All Judd-85 examples were struck in Die Alignment III and show die cracks 
on the reverse through the letters ITE in UNITED, MERI in AMERICA, 
and LAR in DOLLAR. The earliest known appearance of the variety was in 
Mint Director Henry Linderman’s collection, suggesting he had these pieces 
struck during one of his terms in office (1867-1869 or 1873-1878). NGC and 
PCGS have combined to certify 11 examples of Judd-85 in all grades (4/16), 
and USPatterns.com estimates fewer than 12 specimens are extant. We have 
compiled a roster of the seven pieces known to us below. 

This coin is a spectacular Choice specimen, with razor-sharp definition 
on all design elements and deeply mirrored fields. The die cracks on the 
reverse are barely detectible, suggesting this piece was one of the first Judd- 
858 struck. Some parallel die polish lines are evident on the obverse, rising 
diagonally from left to right. This coin is from DTS Die State A, without the 
crack at Liberty’s wrist. A dramatic swathe of emerald-green toning enhances 
the obverse, while the reverse shows a few delicate highlights of pink. Dr. 
McClure began his collection as a boy, possibly in the late 1850s. Records have 
not been found, but it is entirely possible that he acquired this coin directly 
from the Mint, as one of Linderman’s restrikes. It has been retained by his 
family since his death in 1932 and will be completely fresh to present-day 
collectors. Thanks to John Dannreuther, P. Scott Rubin, Saul Teichman, and 
USPatterns.com for invaluable assistance with this description.

Gobrecht dollar varieties were often misattributed by catalogers in their 
various auction appearances, causing much confusion for pedigree researchers. 
The low quality of images in earlier appearances makes plate matching 
problematic, and many descriptions leave out vital information about edge 
treatment (plain or reeded), etc. We would not be surprised to learn the 
following roster includes some duplication and omissions.

Judd-104, Very Early State A Striking 



4637 1839 Name Omitted, Judd-104 Original, Pollock-116, R.3, 
PR63 NGC. CAC. Silver. Reeded Edge. Die Alignment IV 
(medal turn, the head Liberty is opposite the F in OF). DTS 
State A, but we do not see evidence of the normally seen light 
die clashing in the crook of the elbow and / or below the elbow 
that was caused by die clashing early in striking. This would 
position this coin as one of the first 1839s, all of which were 
struck in the final week of 1839. The eagle is also free from 
the pebbly die rust seen on Restrikes. The fields are shallowly 
mirrored and Liberty’s foot is unusually sharply struck. Normally 
Name Removed dollars do not show this degree of definition 
on the foot. Another unusual feature on this coin, and another 
indicator of its early striking period is the near-readability of 
Gobrecht’s name on the base. Reverse die cracking is seen 
in the usual places: very faintly at the tops of ITE, MER, 
and bottom of LAR. Possibly only 20 circulated and 18 or so 
Uncirculated examples may exist of State A Originals. This 
piece was examined by John Dannreuther at Central States and 
his conclusions are: 


1. This is the earliest Judd-104 he has examined. 

2. There is a die line above the T, but it is very faint. 

This leads to the conclusion that at least some State A 
dollars do have this die line. (Previously it was thought to 
be evident starting on State B coins.) 

3. The strike on this piece is the strongest seen to date on a 
Judd-104. 

Both JD and Craig Sholley speculated about this coin perhaps 
being a Master Coin. Their conclusion is probably not, but that 
“no” could change to a “yes” if the coin could be connected to 
Matthew Stickney. This piece presents lovely, even golden toning 
with no obvious defects on either side. Exceptional quality.

A touch of reflectivity 
in the fields adds to the eye appeal. This issue had the lowest 
mintage of the Civil War period at just 11,540 coins.

The 1873-CC is the 
rarest Carson City Seated dollar, and the second rarest branch mint 
issue of the entire design behind the nearly impossible 1870-S. The 
mintage of 2,300 coins was higher than the 1871-CC, but fewer 
examples survive. It seems likely that some of the 1873 mintage was 
melted to provide bullion for Trade dollars, which were struck for 
the first time that year. For all four years of issue, the Carson City 
Mint produced less than 20,000 Seated dollars, and more than half 
of those were coined in 1870.

The most 
recent research from Dick Osburn and Brian Cushing suggests 
either two or three restrike periods exist for the 1851 proofs, with 
no Original proofs confirmed. Based on the die marriage of this 
example, it was most likely struck in 1865 or possibly 1866, utilizing 
the reverse die used to strike most of the 1865 proof Seated dollars. 
The obverse die shows a fully unfinished area under Liberty’s chin, 
with diagnostic die marks on the 5 and 1 of the date and at the 
obverse rim below star 1. 

The research goes on to estimate 12 proofs exist from this 
die pair, although the present coin was unknown to Osburn^ 
Cushing. Sharply struck and dramatically toned, the obverse of 
this Select proof is rainbow'toned in shades of gunmetabblue, 
orange, magenta, lemorngold, and olive^green. Mottled cobalt' 
blue, gold, and powdengray toning forms the pleasing reverse 
patina. A few light lines beneath the vivid toning do little to 
diminish the outstanding eye appeal. The strike, while uniformly 
sharp, shows slight blending at Liberty’s top^most hair strands. 
CAC endorsed for both technical and visual quality. Census: 3 in 
63, 5 finer.

Prized Proof Restrike Issue 
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1852 Seated Dollar, Toned PR66 
The Single-Finest Certified Proof Example 
Reportedly One of Two-Known Original Proofs 
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4646 1852 Original PR66 NGC. OC-P1, R .8. Osburn-Cushing Die State a/a. There is ongoing debate among researchers whether or not all 1852 
proof Seated dollars are Restrikes, or if a few Original proofs were actually coined in 1852. The most recently published opinion on the subject 
comes from Seated dollar authorities Dick Osburn and Brian Cushing on their website, seateddollarvarieties.com, where they propose that a 
handful of original proofs were struck of the rare 1852 Seated dollar, and that two examples are confirmed - the present coin, and the coin in the 
ANS collection: 

“We’ve confirmed the existence of two examples of the original proof, so probably 5 or fewer were originally minted. One of the two known 
examples is the coin which resides in the reference collection of the American Numismatic Society ... The second coin is graded PR66 
by NGC, and is currently the finest known 1852 proof, original or restrike. This coin was sold by Heritage in their 2015 Central States 
Numismatic Society signature auction as part of a collection known as the Virginia Cabinet. Heritage handled the coin again in the 2016 
Winter FUN auction. Its provenance is unknown.” 

The bold statement, no doubt, will rekindle discussion regarding the existence of original vs. restrike proofs. Mint records do not 
lend support to either argument, as official proof production was not recorded until 1858, and small quantities of Restrikes 
produced by the so-called “Midnight Minters” in the late 1850s and early 1860s were necessarily excluded from official reports. 

Heritage numismatist and cataloger David Stone recently located correspondence dated March 29, 1852 between collector M. A. Stickney 
and Mint assayer William E. DuBois, on the subject of 1851 and 1852 silver coinage. DuBois wrote: 

“I must apologize for not having attended to your request for the specimens of 1851; while waiting for the completion of the set, I forgot 
the whole matter. I have now the silver dollar, half dollar, quarter dollar, and half dime, of 1851; the remainder you will have to get from 
circulation. In fact there is no longer any attention paid here to securing master coins or pieces of high polish, since Mr. Eckfeldt’s decline 
and decease, and since the business of the Mint has become so pressing. The pieces I have just named, of 1851, are not master coins; merely 
new and clean specimens. Of the silver coins of 1852, the dollar and half dollar are not yet issued, and I do not know when they will be; if 
they are, it will be merely for the name of the thing.” 

DuBois then wrote an addendum to the letter: 

“There is every prospect of a new issue of silver this year; and probably a new gold dollar with a hole in it; the Engraver is now at work on 
dies for the latter.” 

The only complete 1852 proof sets known to have existed at one point are the Col. Robert C. H. Brock - J. R Morgan set, now in the ANS, and 
the eight-piece Richard B. Winsor set, which is believed to be a later appearance of Joseph J. Mickley’s six-piece silver proof set, offered in W. Elliot 
Woodward’s 1867 sale of that collection. It is theoretically plausible that these two sets were acquired intact directly from the Mint in 1852, but the 
timeline also allows for the possibility that they were assembled by their original owners in the early 1860s, to complete date runs of proof sets in 
their owners’ collections (collector demand was, after all, much of the reason restrikes were produced to begin with). The Winsor catalog listed that 
set’s cent as being “uncirculated,” not a proof, which supports the likelihood that at least part of that set was in fact assembled. 

In early listings, 1852 proof dollars were simply listed as being proof, with no distinction as either Original or Restrike. A study of the die 
characteristics of 1852 proof dollars reveals the possibility of as many as six different die pairs, composed of several reverse dies paired to a single 
obverse. Some of the reverse dies used for the 1852 are the same as those used to strike proof 1851 dollars, all of which were coined during the 
restrike period. 

Just one die marriage is from the 1840 reverse hub, lending credence to the theory that coins struck from that reverse die are possibly original 
proofs produced for 1852, as well as for other early proof issues. The research by Dick Osburn and Brian Cushing support such a scenario. 
Significantly, the ANS coin is the only other 1852 proof from the 1840 reverse die that can be attributed to the striking of original proofs. Walter 
Breen - and others - question the accuracy of that assessment, stating that the “original” die pair may have actually been kept in storage until the 
late 1850s and then used for Restrikes. Further research is needed to solve the mystery definitively. 

It is thought that only specimens that show the 1852 obverse paired with the 1840 reverse - such as the present coin - have the proper die 
marriage to be original proofs, and that only two coins are known with this qualifying die pair. More importantly, this magnificent 1852 proof dollar 
ranks as the sole finest certified example of all 1852 proofs reported by NGC and PCGS combined (4/16), either as a restrike or an original. The 
design elements boldly stand above the deeply mirrored recesses, and would warrant a Cameo designation were it not for deep original toning that 
blankets both sides in cobalt-blue, aqua-gray, and lavender-gold hues. No contact marks are present, and any faint hairlines in the fields are well- 
hidden by the rich patina. Eye appeal is outstanding. 

Osburn and Cushing’s discovery that the coin was struck from the correct die pair (OC-P1) to qualify as a possible Original proof was not known 
at the time of our earlier description of the coin, when it was offered as part of the Virginia Cabinet Collection at the 2015 Central States Signature 
Auction (Heritage, 4/2015, lot 5149). Then, the coin was holdered as a Restrike by NGC. It has since been reholdered appropriately without the 
restrike description. NGC ID# CHGE, PCGS# 6994 
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1852 Seated Liberty Dollar, PR64 ★ 
Previously Unknown Restrike 



4647 1852 Restrike PR64 ★ NGC. CAC. The Mint had little 
inclination to strike the higher denominations of silver coinage 
in 1851 and 1852, with the price of silver out of balance with 
gold amid an onslaught of bullion from the California gold 
fields. New legislation was in the works, and it soon remedied 
the imbalance with the Coinage Act of 1853. In the meantime, 
only nominal mintages of silver dollars were struck. 

Collectors and bullion specialists soon recognized the rarity 
of 1851 and 1852 dollars. Several individuals corresponded 
regularly with Mint officials and received personal attention 
to their requests for the latest Mint issues. Among them was 
M. A. Stickney, who was well connected with the Mint but 
experienced first-hand the difficulty of obtaining an 1852 
dollar. His attempts in 1852 and 1853 were unsuccessful. Trying 
again in 1854, Mint assayer William E. DuBois responded to 
Stickney’s request on May 2, 1854: 


“... in exchange for $23 received from you, vis: 
Silver coins of the current year. 

Two three-dollar gold pieces (just out), 

Silver dollars of 1856, 8 & 9 master specimens, 

Gold coin of Nero. 

Gold dollar of 1836. 

No silver coins of 1852 are on hand here.” 

Not to be dissuaded, Stickney tried to make a deal with 
Henry M. Brooks, to which Mr. Brooks replied on January 8, 
1858: 

“You have written me several times in reference to the 1852 
dollar which is in my collection. You mentioned wishing to 
exchange the 1796 half or the 1836 dollar — now, I have 
both those pieces and should not, of course, wish to make 
such an exchange, but I will make you this proposition. I 
will let you have the 1852 dollar for the dollar of 1804...” 

Stickney eventually got an 1852 silver dollar, which was part of 
the June, 1907 Henry Chapman sale of the Stickney Collection as 
lot 808, described as “Original. Fine. Extremely rare.” Purchased by 
Elder, it brought $250, a princely sum. 

One can only imagine what Stickney would have offered for 
the present coin — a shimmering, near-Gem Restrike proof with 
the NGC Star designation. Glassy-mirrored and rainbow toned, 
lime-gold hues meld with fuchsia-red, ocean-blue, and violet shades 
for a memorable display of obverse color. The reverse is likewise 
mirrored with slightly more sedate shades of khaki-gold, violet, and 
blue. A few minor planchet marks are noted on the portrait with 
a few pinpoint spots of deep-blue toning, yet the piece is sharply 
struck with outstanding eye appeal. 

We believe this is the first appearance at public auction for the 
coin, having been carefully preserved in the McClure cabinet for 
many decades. Struck from the Osburn-Cushing OC-P2 die pair, a 
reverse of 1856 was employed — one of the few appearances on an 
1852 dollar with this reverse die, identifying it as most likely from 
the first group of restrikes that occurred in late 1858 or early 1859. 
Examples are extremely rare with this die marriage. The Osburn- 
Cushing website lists only one other example. 

In all, perhaps as many as 75 restrikes are thought to exist, 
although the exact number is unknown and varies by source. 
PCGS CoinFacts estimates just 30 to 35 pieces known. This coin 
is from the early Osburn-Cushing Die State a/a. We are extremely 
fortunate to have two proof 1852 dollars in this auction, each 
extremely rare in its own right — the sole-finest Original proof, and 
a near-finest Restrike. Both coins are numismatic treasures of high 
importance and rarity.

4648 1858 PR63 NGC. CAC. OC-P1, Low R.4. For reasons that 
are unclear to present-day researchers, Seated Liberty dollars 
were only produced in proof format in 1858. The lack of business- 
strikes is puzzling, but the proofs were struck to satisfy increased 
collector demand, which had prompted the Mint to begin its 
program of commercial proof offerings that year. The mintage 
of proof dollars was not recorded, but modern scholars estimate 
around 300 examples were struck. Thankfully, the issue has a 
relatively high survival rate, and examples can be located today 
with some patience, for a healthy price. 

The present coin is an attractive Select specimen, with sharply 
detailed design elements and deeply reflective fields. The lightly 
marked surfaces are blanketed in shades of powder-blue, lavender- 
gray, and emerald-green toning. A handsome example of this first 
commercial proof issue. Census: 18 in 63, 21 finer. CAC: 4 in 63, 6 
finer (4/16).

4650 1863 PR63 NGC. CAC. Proof set sales declined during the 
Civil War due to the price structure that the Mint put forward 
for purchasing them. If paper currency was used as payment for 
the set, the price was higher than if coin was used. Since silver 
and gold were actively hoarded during this period, the number 
of proof sets purchased declined. This Select 1863 proof dollar 
displays full detail and deeply reflective fields. Grade-limiting 
hairlines appear in the fields but are mostly hidden by vivid toning. 
The obverse has lavender, forest-green, crimson, and russet hues, 
while the reverse displays more traditional lavender and blue 
peripheries around a sun-gold center. Census: 26 in 63, 61 finer. 
CAC: 3 in 63, 17 finer (4/16).

4651 1863 PR66 NGC. CAC. As paper money became devalued 
during the Civil War, the Mint charged significant premiums 
for proof sets purchased with greenbacks. In 1864, the New York 
collector Samuel Wetmore purchased a proof set (including 
gold) for $101.25 in currency, as documented in the Chapman 
correspondence at the American Numismatic Society. 

Scattered russet tones cover the lower portion of the obverse, 
while shades of sea-green evenly grace the portrait. Uniform 
almond-brown color blankets the reverse with pleasing splashes of 
fire-orange and blue near the lower lettering as the coin is tilted. 
The strike shows unsurprisingly full definition throughout. Census: 
6 in 66 (1 in 66+tAt), 5 finer (4/16).

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4710 1895-0 MS65+ NGC. CAC. More so even than in 1894, silver dollar coinage in 1895 was minimal. Other than 880 proofs that were struck 
for collectors, no silver dollars were issued from the Philadelphia Mint, and San Francisco and New Orleans produced only 400,000 and 
450,000 coins, respectively. Most of the reason for Morgan dollar coinage in previous years had been congressional legislation that mandated 
the purchase and coinage of vast amounts of silver bullion. This legislation was in the form of the Bland'Allison Act from 1878 to 1890, and 
from 1890 to late 1893, it was the Sherman Silver Purchase Act. When the latter legislation was repealed in November 1893, the Mint’s silver 
purchases plummeted, and coinage of Morgan dollars declined proportionately. The Annual Report of the Director of the Mint, dated June 1895, 
stated: 

“Since November 1, 1893, the date of the repeal of the purchasing clause of the act of July 14, 1890, the purchase of silver bullion by the 
Government has been restricted to the silver contained in gold deposits, small fractions of silver for return in fine bars, the amount retained 
in payment for charges, surplus silver bullion returned by the operative officers of the mints on the annual settlement of their accounts and 
the close of the fiscal year, and the uncurrent and mutilated domestic silver coin ...” 

Silver coinage in 1895 was primarily focused on subsidiary denominations, particularly the quarter and half dollar, which experienced 
commercial demand despite economic erosion following the Panic of 1893. Silver dollars circulated to some extent in the Southern and Western 
states, but hundreds of millions of unused coins were stored at the mints and at the Treasury Building in Washington D.C. Storage was the fate 
of most 1895-0 Morgans — which were eventually melted — although many were paid out into circulation around the time of issue. Worn 
examples are plentiful today. 

In Mint State, the 1895-0 is among the rarest issues in the series. Michael Standish, in Morgan Dollar — America's Love Affair With a 
Legendary Coin, writes: “the 1895-0 is the third-rarest Morgan dollar in Uncirculated condition. Only Mint State examples of the 1892-S and 
1893-S are rarer.” The ‘95-0 is significantly rarer than the 1895-S, despite similar mintages. A number of 1,000-coin bags of 1895-S dollars 
survived the Pittman Act melts of 1918 and were paid out in the ‘40s and ‘50s, but no such luck befell the 1895-0. Modern population data 
seem to support rumors that up to a few hundred 1895-0 dollars were released from Treasury vaults in the 1950s, but no bag quantities have ever 
even been suggested to exist. 

Modern auction appearances of this date are few and far between above MS62, and they drop off sharply at the Gem level. Our Auction 
Archives show only six previous offerings of a Gem-graded 1895-0, including reappearances. The last such offering was a PCGS coin in lot 5210 
of our Philadelphia Signature sale (Heritage, 8/2012), which realized $164,500. The present piece is Plus-graded and CAC-endorsed. This is the 
first time it is known to have ever been offered at auction. The strike is above-average for the issue, and the surfaces display the characteristic 
satin luster of 1890s New Orleans dollars. Much of each side displays cream-gold and champagne toning but with crescents of blended multicolor 
hues along the left-hand peripheries. The preservation is remarkable, as a loupe readily confirms. 

The certified population of this key New Orleans issue is extremely small in MS64, and Gems like this are headlining rarities. This is the sole 
second-finest at NGC, which lists one MS65, this MS65+, and an MS66. PCGS reports six Gems (two in MS65 + ), an MS66, and an MS67 
(4/16). The chance to acquire any of these rare, Condition Census examples is a lifetime goal for many collectors. But the opportunity to acquire 
a fresh, never-before-seen representative such as the McClure coin may only occur once in a lifetime. CAC: 5 in 65, 0 finer (4/16).

Bowers provides a range of 60 to 80 proofs extant. To be sure, 
survivors are rare in any grade, but especially at the Premium Gem 
level with Deep Cameo contrast.

Outstanding Surface Quality 
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4771 1804 13 Stars Reverse, BD-1, High R.6, AU50 PCGS. Bass-Dannreuther Die State a/d. The 1804 13 Star Reverse is one of the rarest of all early 
quarter eagles, and it is traditionally regarded as the most sought-after. The mintage as reported by Breen of 1,003 pieces seems suspiciously high, 
especially in light of the fact that the 1804 13 Star is much rarer than the 1796 With Stars and the 1797, both of which have mintages of just over 
400 pieces. John Dannreuther suggests the actual mintage may be as low as 250 coins. Estimates of the number of survivors are in a tight range of a 
low of nine pieces (Breen) to a high of 12-14 pieces (Dannreuther); Akers’ estimate of 10-12 coins fits comfortably in the middle. If one were to go 
strictly by the number of coins certified, it would appear to be even rarer than these estimates, with only eight coins certified by PCGS and NGC 
combined (4/16). This number is more consistent with our roster, which lists only eight confirmed representatives. 

The design difference is significant between the 13 and 14 star reverses. The 13 star reverse has the stars arranged in an “arc” arrangement while 
the 14 star variant has the stars arranged in the older “diamond shaped” patterns. The 14 star reverse die was also used on 1804 dimes, and it is 
believed to be a leftover die from 1798-99 when the cross arrangement was used on dimes, dollars, and half eagles. 

From the literature that covers early gold, this issue is said to be found sharply impressed as a rule. And so it is with this piece. Additionally, the 
surfaces are unquestionably original with deep reddish-tinted patina overall and an outline of lilac around the peripheries and within the recesses 
of the devices. While the grade of AU50 qualifies this as a mid-Condition Census example, the coin appears at the top end of that grade level in 
terms of actual preservation. A shallow scratch running vertically in the left field from stars 2 through 6, several angling adjustment marks (mint 
made) located in the center of the obverse, and a shorter scratch seen from the lower reverse rim into the bundle of arrows to the viewer’s left of the 
tailfeathers act as useful pedigree identifiers. 

Most of the famous collections have lacked this issue, including Eliasberg and the Smithsonian. This lot presents a very rare opportunity for the 
quarter eagle collector or general collector to acquire one of the rarest U.S. gold coins of any denomination.

This is the lowest production 
total of any issue from the Georgia branch mint. Only a handful 
of coins have been called Uncirculated by the grading services, 
and these are prohibitively rare. This AU representative is high- 
end for the issue. Planchet granularity on the obverse portrait is a 
mainstay of the 1856-D, and the dull olive-gold patina in the fields 
is similarly characteristic. This issue is always seen with a deficient 
strike, although the present coin is better-than-average.

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4843 1856-0 AU55 PCGS Secure. Variety 1. The 1856-0 Liberty double eagle has long been known as the rarest coin from the New Orleans 
Mint, although recent research indicates it is virtually tied with its 1854-0 double eagle counterpart for that distinction. The recorded mintage 
of 2,250 pieces is the smallest production total of the series and, except for the single SP63 example saved by Superintendent Bienvenue and 
his descendents, all the coins were placed into circulation at the time of issue. None were saved by contemporary collectors, as there was no 
numismatic interest in mintmarks or large denomination gold coins at the time. As a result, the survival rate was low and most of the coins 
we know about today are in XF-AU grades. Doug Winter estimates the surviving population at 20-30 examples in all grades, while NGC and 
PCGS have combined to certify a total of 26 coins, including an unknown number of resubmissions and crossovers (4/16). We have compiled 
a roster of the 23 specimens we are aware of and some earlier citations that may or may not represent the coins in the main roster. 

New Orleans was a hub of economic activity in the 1850s, and the 1856-0 double eagles circulated heavily in the regional economy. 
Some coins were shipped out of the busy port and reached distant destinations. One specimen was found in the Baltimore Hoard, which 
was buried around 1857 and discovered in 1934 by two boys playing in a cellar. Another seemingly made its way up the Mississippi 
and Ohio Rivers to the Kentucky-Ohio border country, where it was stashed away by James Bullock and only discovered by his heirs in 
2010. It is possible that a few more examples of this rare issue are waiting to be discovered to delight present-day collectors. 

The present coin had been off the market for many years until we offered it as lot 4453 in our 2015 ANA signature sale. Prior to that, it 
appeared in the ANA Convention Auction (Stack’s, 8/1971), lot 2424, where the cataloger noted: 

“1856 ‘O’ About Uncirculated, with considerable mint lustre still adhering. Unquestionably one of the finest known. Superior in grade to 
the Van Roden-Miles coin. One of the rarest Liberty Head Double Eagles; a true rival in rarity to the 1870 ‘CC’ in this sale. Plate” 

This coin is certainly an attractive specimen and should fit comfortably in the Condition Census for the date. The pleasing greenish-gold 
surfaces show a few of the minor contact marks that are always present on this issue, but none are obtrusive or overly distracting. As noted by the 
Stack’s cataloger, this specimen retains much original mint luster and just a touch of high-point wear shows on the well-detailed design elements. 
The overall presentation is undeniably attractive for this classic Southern gold rarity, and it should find a home in a fine collection or Registry 
Set. The 1856-0 is listed among the 100 Greatest U.S. Coins. Population: 5 in 55, 2 finer (4/16).

Just 1,000 business strikes and 106 proofs were struck by 
the Philadelphia Mint in 1886, making this date one of the 
unquestioned keys in the series. Date collectors and proof specialists 
alike compete for the few remaining specimens. Estimates range 
from 20 to 25 proofs remaining — a paltry number to satisfy the 
many collectors still searching for this rare-date twenty. 

PCGS has correctly designated this coin as having altered 
surfaces. Areas of skillful enhancement possibly include polishing 
in the upper obverse fields and manipulation of the reverse lettering 
(which appears bright as opposed to the frosted look of other devices 
including the eagle, portrait, and obverse stars). Perhaps the work 
was done to minimize hairlining, which is evident on the lower 
obverse fields, portrait, and across the lower third of the reverse. 

Still, this glittering proof is appealing and a viable choice 
for those who recognize the extreme rarity of the issue and the 
difficulty of acquiring an example.

Early in the production 
of the High Reliefs, it was noticed that the coins had a “fin” in 
Mint parlance, or as collectors now term it a wire rim. Frank Leach 
was the primary mover in eliminating or partially eliminating the 
fin, seen by Mint personnel as a striking defect. Leach believed 
the problem might be solved by either pre-shaping or pre-milling 
the planchets. Pre-shaping did not work. However, the pre-milled 
planchets did eliminate the fin. It did so by slightly thickening 
the edge of the planchet, thus producing a flat rim in advance of 
striking. The striking process required the same number of blows 
from a hydraulic press, and even Charles Barber was pleased with 
the results. Barber’s pleasure was tempered, however, with a fear 
that the president might like the new coins too much and insist 
on their continued production. The bright, satiny surfaces show 
just the slightest hint of reddish patina, and there are no obvious 
or distracting blemishes on either side. The “fin,” or wire rim, 
encircles most of each side of this attractive High Relief.

“... Saint-Gaudens epitomized the spirit of America in 
the late nineteenth century. His rugged appearance and 
the confident sense of honesty, clarity, and simple truth 
exemplified in his sculpture and in his own public image 
were central to 19th century cultural belief and to the 
newfound awareness in America of the nation’s changed 
position in the world.” 

The Saint-Gaudens MCMVII Ultra High Relief and High 
Relief double eagle design is distinctly American in its vision. 
Saint-Gaudens, more accustomed to working in large formats, 
managed to make both sides monumental, even in the small format 
of a gold coin. The purposeful Liberty striding forward, shorn of 
all but the essentials, foreshadows the United States’ increasing 
economic and political power. Derived from the Victory of Saint- 
Gaudens’ General Sherman Monument in New York City, the 
female figure holds a torch to light the way toward freedom and an 
olive branch for peace. This reddish-gold example shows only the 
slightest, scattered contact marks across each side.

The Exposition itself was a 
stunning celebration carried out in numerous halls scattered across 
the grounds. Landscape architecture and water displays were also 
important visual features. Official coinage and medals were struck 
that left a permanent legacy of this significant cultural event.

For the collector looking for the best value in a Round Pan-Pac 
fifty, this piece should receive careful consideration. The surfaces 
have been lightly wiped, diminishing the original vibrancy of 
the mint luster, and the Rim Repair referred to on the insert is 
an area of slight rim filing at 2 o’clock on the obverse.

The 1915 Panama-Pacific fifty dollar gold coins are widely 
praised for their artistry, but they received a degree of criticism 
following their production and release. In 1916, the American 
Journal of Numismatics published an overview of the coins and 
medals produced in the United States during the previous year. 
The author, using the pseudonym T.L.C., described Robert 
Aitken’s Pan-Pac designs as “questionable,” expounding: 


“... the artist had really two important American events to 
draw upon and a coin with an unusually large field in which 
to elaborate a composition. But the types of the coin reveal 
no American influence, the subjects being as appropriate 
for any other country and event as for California or the 
United States of America and the completion of the 
Panama Canal. The criticism often heard, that ‘there is 
nothing American about the coin except the inscription’ is 
fully warranted.” 

The author deemed the use of classical symbolism 
“commonplace” and “a weakness of which the art is happily 
working free.” One cannot help but wonder what he thought 
of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ ten and twenty dollar gold coins 
issued eight years prior. Those coins, like Robert Aitken’s, drew 
heavily on classical imagery for inspiration and were lauded as 
two of the greatest coinage designs ever issued in this country. 
Despite Aitkens’ contemporary detractors, numismatists and art 
historians now regard the Pan-Pac fifty dollar slugs as a high- 
water mark in numismatic design. 

Sales of the Octagonal fifty dollar coins exceeded Round coin 
sales during the exposition.
